EGYPT, ALSO STUBBORN, STALLS SUEZ CLEARANCE 


Carro 
Not only is the U.N. being flouted by the out- 
spoken Israeli defiance, it is also being subtly 
stymied by Egypt. Egypt is delaying the U.N.’s 
clearance of the Suez Canal—which she her- 
self blocked in the first place. 

Egypt blocked the canal in reprisal for the 
initial British and French air attacks last No- 
vember. The Egyptians sank 25 vessels in Port 
Said harbor and 15 went down elsewhere in the 
canal. The Firdan railway bridge was so ex- 
pertly dynamited and dumped into the chan- 
nel that there was barely space for a rowboat 
to pass between its two sunken spans. 

The British and French began salvage op- 
erations almost as soon as they landed. The 
work was taken over on Jan. 1 by the U.N., 
with a fleet which grew at one point to one of 
the largest salvage forces ever assembled—34 
vessels from seven countries. Its commander, 
Lieut, General Raymond A, (“Speck”) Whee- 
ler, former chief of the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers and remarkably dynamic despite his 
71 years, set out initially to clear a channel 
25 feet deep for ships up to 10,000 tons. To do 
this, a dozen major obstructions were moved, 
including a span of the Firdan bridge. But by 
far the most difficult job—and the key to the 
whole operation—was a World War Il LST 
which the Egyptians had acquired from the 
British and renamed the Akka. 

‘As early as last August Nasser tagged the 
Akka as the main ship to block the canal in an 
attack, He had her crammed with cement and 
anchored in Lake Timsah, midway on the ca- 
nal. The British and French knew this. 

On Nov. 1, Egyptian longshoremen were 
hurriedly loading the Akka with still more bags 
of cement when Anglo-French jets attacked, 
trying to sink her before she could be towed 
into the shipping channel. But before the jets 
inflicted a direct bomb hit, an Egyptian tug 
had maneuvered the Akka out of Lake Timsah 
into the canal and swung her broadside to the 
channel. She rolled over and sank in a near- 
perfect blocking position, spilling from her 
deck the explosives with which the Egyptians 
had planned to do her in if the Anglo-French 
had not spared them the trouble. 

There lay the Akka at a 60° list, a hulk of 
twisted steel 100 yards long, the cement in- 
side her a solid mass reinforced steel rods 
planted by the Egyptians, her bow jammed into 
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the side of the canal, her stern buried in 40 
feet of water. The first U.N. team of salvage 
experts to study the wreck of the Akka reluc- 
tantly concluded that it could be removed only 
by the slow and messy procedure of cutting 
her up. 

But Wheeler was in a hurry. He asked a 
cocky, hawk-nosed German salvage technician 
named Johann Moritz Wilhelm Klostermann 
to take another look at the problem. 

Klosterman arrived at the Akka on Jan, 5. 
He had with him two of the world’s most pow- 
erful lifting craft, the twin ships Ausdauer 
(Endurance) and Energie (Energy). They had 
been built by the Nazi World War II to lift 
U-boats sunk in training accidents. Each ship, 
with its massive system of cranes and winches, 
could lift 600 tons dead weight from its stern. 
For the huge job of moving the Alka, Kloster 
mann also requisitioned a Dutch floating crane 
of 200 tons capacity. 

Klostermann decided that the Akka could 
probably be lifted. He planned to move his craft 
to the lower side of the wreck, pass four 84- 
inch steel cables from each craft under the 
Akka and up to her far side, and then roll her 
upright. Once the Akka was righted, Kloster- 
mann planned to nestle his craft on her port 
and starboard, her in a cradle of 34 cables 
and carry her down the canal to be dumped 
out of the way in Great Bitter Lake. 

As Klostermann’s divers went to work run- 
ning the cables under the Akka, they promptly

ran into Egyptian obstructions. Once they were 
ordered to stop for two and a half days while 
an Egyptian diver allegedly for reasons of safe- 
ty leisurely gathered in the explosives that had 
fallen off the Akl ich the Germans con- 
sidered harmless. Again, when Klosterman 
was almost ready to right the Akka, he had to 
wait several days for an Egyptian dredge to 
remove the silt around the ship, Then it took 
the Egyptians two more days to maneuver the 
dredge into position, and when the dredge be- 
gan work, it broke down twice. Of the Egyp- 
tians a German sailor snorted, “How can the 
world possibly leave a thing as important as 
Suez in the hands of these children?” 

At 12:04 p.m, on Feb, 1, Klostermann from 
the deck of the Energie gave the signal to 
start the winches and the righting of the Akka, 
There was no sign of motion, But in a min- 
ute or two, water lapping the wreck no longer 
reached a sliver of wetness along the bow. 
The Akka moved imperceptibly, like the min- 
ute hand of a clock, By 12:22 she rested at 
almost even keel. “She came beautifully,” 
said Klosterman. It took two more weeks to 
lift the Akka and to move her away. 

With the Akka gone, only two more ob- 
stacles blocked the 25-foot channel. One was 
a dredge, Klosterman, delayed by the Egyp- 
tians on the Akka, got to work on it behind 
schedule. The other was the French tug Ed- 
gar Bonnet midway in the canal. 

Wheeler had wanted to start on the three- 
week Bonnet job in mid-January. But the Egyp- 
tians claimed—as they had with the Akka— 
that explosives on the job site had to be re- 
moved first. Even by last week Egyptian au- 
thorities still insisted that it was unsafe for 
the salvage crews to start on the tug. 

Wheeler had a spokesman announce that the 
delay on the Edgar Bonnet made it impossible 
to meet the March 10 target date for the 25- 
foot channel, Last week South Africa’s Alfred 
Katzin, a top aide to U.N. Secretary General 
Dag Hammarskjéld, arrived from New York to 
confer with Wheeler about Nasser’s obstruc- 
tion. Both U.S. Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles and U.S. Ambassador to Egypt Ray- 
mond Hare warned Nasser against delaying the 
reopening of the canal, But at the week’s end 
the Bonnet had succeeded the Akka as a stum- 
bling block. Nasser was using the slowdown 
to blackmail the U.N. and the oil-hungry West.

IF THERE'S A NEW HUNGARY . 


LET THE STUDENTS CHOOSE 


In New York City, which has no officially 
regated schools, overzealous friends of inte- 
grated schools are creating a new problem. On 
the plea that integration is “a positive educa- 
tional experience of which no child in the city 
should be deprived,” officials are being pres- 
sured to make thousands of 
their schools just to provide " 
balance.” Negro children would be taken out 
of predominantly Negro schools, white chil- 
dren out of predominantly white ones, and both 
made to ride or walk much greater distance 

It strikes us th “social neering’ 
actually does a disservice to the laudable goal 
of integration. The approach which Dr, Omer 
Carmichael used so successfully in integrating 
the public schools of Louisville, Ky. was to 
permit all children who had been reassigned 
to ask, if they preferred, for alternate assign- 
ments. A great many parents, both Negro and 
white, whose children had been shifted to 
mixed schools, asked that they be shifted back, 
and nearly all such requests were granted 
“permissive” policy established the princip 
of mixed schools while respecting the prefer- 
ences of individuals. 

‘The national ideal of integration will be bet- 
ter served if school officials fight shy of the 
sort of compulsory “gerrymandering” and com- 
pulsory cross-hauling that New York is con- 
templating, Superintendent Jansen says he will 
not make children “travel unreasonable dis- 
tances,” and acknowledges that housing segre- 
gation will continue to set limits on how much 
classroom integration he can attain. In our 
opinion, the less he tries to achieve it by re- 
straints upon the free choices of individuals, 
the more painlessly will integration come to 
he taken for granted. New York may be a very 
special city and a useful laboratory for sociol- 
ogists. But, as a standard for the nation, Dr. 
Carmichael’s permissive approach is a lot 
er to what most of us mean by democracy 
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As if to write finis to the tragic saga of Hun- 
gary, its Communist jailers have been laying 
fresh mines and barbed wire along the bor- 
der, the guard towers are again bristling with 
machine guns, and patrol boats with search- 
lights hunt the canals. As the new prison 
door clangs shut, an inquest is in order. One 
question dominates all others: could we 
have done more than we did to help free 
Hungary? The answer is: yes. 

President Eisenhower decided against any 
direct military intervention, for the doubt- 
less valid reason that it could have unleashed 
a nuclear war. Because of this a school of 
thinking, led by the University of Chicago's 
Professor Hans Morgenthau, is now arguing 
that a “revolution” has taken place in U.S. 
foreign policy, that all plans for “liberation” 
have been abandoned and that we have in- 
stead reached a sort of tacit “spheres of 
influence” understanding with the Soviet 
Union. Such a policy, the reasoning 
accepts the kind of semifreedom 
Poland as the best that can be hoped for. To 
our mind such argumenjs misread the real 
le of the Hungarian tragedy. 


The biggest lesson is not that a libera- 
tion policy has become obsolete but that the 
US. did not have such a policy ready—and 
consequently was unprepared to take any 
decisive action (short of military) during 
the brief period when it might have done 
some good. Time was the crucial factor in 
the Hungarian crisis. Had the U.N., with U:

Nobody can say whether, had all this been 
done, the Soviets would have dared to slaugh- 
ter Hungary anyway, right under the eyes of 
the U.N. observers. But had they done so the 
U.N. could have continued to recognize Miss 


Kethly as the true representative of Hungary 
and denied credentials to the puppet Kadar 
regime. In addition to all this, the U.N. 
Assembly could have issued a sort of habeas 
corpus summons demanding that Russia pro- 
duce the kidnaped Imre Nagy as the legiti- 
mate head of Hungary's government. 

What actually happened was thi 

At6 p.m. on Nov. 3, Ambassador Lodge in- 
sisted on postponing action on Hungary for 
48 hours to allow Soviet-Hungarian “negoti- 
ations” to proceed. Yet it was already known 
that thousands of Soviet troops were pour- 
ing into Hungary. At midnight, when the 
Australian delegate interrupted the discus- 
sion of Suez to demand attention to the re- 
newed Soviet attack on Budapest, going on 
at that very moment, Lodge was not pre- 
pared to do anything. 

Even four days later, for lack of a coher- 
ent plan of action, the Kadar delegates were 
ated. Miss Kethly, the only member of the 
legitimate Nagy government still free, was 
not even permitted to address the Assembly. 
Ata time when the numerous ambassadors 
already in Budapest could have been made 
U.N. observers, weeks were frittered away in 
vain attempts to get in. 

The whole record is a sorry one, for the 
U.S. and the U.N. alike. The most terrible 
fact, of course, is that the needless Suez in- 
vasion happening at the same time not only 
delayed action on Hungary but emboldened 
the Russians to intervene, That is why Pres- 
ident Eisenhower is right in insisting that 
every vestige of this aggression be erased. 
Only by so doing can the free world regain 
the moral right and strength to act effective- 
ly in any new satellite revolt, which could 
occur at any hour. 


Fortunately Britain and France, by cor- 
rectly yielding to the U.N.’s demands for 
withdrawal, have gone a long way toward re- 
storing the Western moral unity that will be 
necessary. The President must also be pre- 
pared to act and lead, and his U.N. ambas- 
sador must not again be found without guid- 
ance or instructions, Certain preparations 
could be made right now to anticipate the 
next such crisis. A permanent U.N. observa- 
tion force could be set up under the direct 
control of the secretary general, equipped 
with its own transport aircraft and commu- 
nications system. 

The U.N. now faces one of its most cru- 
cial showdowns on the defiance by Israel, 
an issue which the President says involves 
the future of the U.N. itself. But that fu- 
ture can be genuinely secured only if the 
lessons of the past are not ignored. Gain- 
ing Israel’s compliance with the U.N.’s or- 
ders will, indeed, enhance the U.N.’s moral 
force. But that force will quickly evaporate 
if ever again the U.N. proves helpless to 
protect men who have clawed their way to 
freedom with their bare hands.

Nathan Leopold 
After 32 Years 


"M personally sorry that the book Compulsion was published,” says 

Nathan Leopold. After 32 years of relative obscurity in jail for one of 
the century’s most notorious crimes, Leopold is now in the news again 
because of the best-seller—a psychological novel by Meyer Levin based on 
the crime. Coincidentally, Leopold has just finished a book about his own 
life in prison which.he hopes to see published soon “‘so that my side of 
the case and the last 30 years can be put before the public.” In an exclusive 
interview behind bars last week, given as he considered a new appeal for 
parole, Leopold expressed his feeling that Compulsion solves “none of 
today’s complex problems” and his fear that its sensational focus on him 
“‘makes more difficult my attempts to secure parole.” 

On May 21, 1924, Leopold and his partner, Richard Loeb, who was 
killed in a prison fight in 1936, murdered 14-year-old Bobby Franks in 
brutal fashion on the outskirts of Chicago. Their lawyer, famed Defense 
Counsel Clarence Darrow, managed to get them 99-year sentences and 
predicted they would be ready for parole at the age of 50 as different men 
from those who were sent to jail. At 52, Leopold earnestly hopes that 
Darrow’s prediction has come true. He has led a model prison life and 
done many things which can be considered useful to society, among them 
his volunteering as a guinea pig for malaria experiments in the war and his 
sparking an educational program which has helped to rehabilitate many 
of his fellow inmates. ‘I can look into my own heart and soul,” he says, 
“and know positively that I could and would become a useful, decent, 
law-abiding citizen. How to prove that to others is another matter.” 


Ar ILtinots State Penitentiary in Joliet, 

an unshaven Leopold visits the office of 

Warden Joseph E. Ragen. Discussing his chances for parole, 
he learns with dismay that they look dim. 


“*I"ye spent 32 years here. Is that sufficient punishment 
for what I did? I don’t know the answer to that 
because I don't know how to measure punishment. I know 
that I have lost those near and dear to me while 1 
was here. My father, my aunt who was a second mother to me, 
my brother. Iknow that Ihave forfeited 
any chance of amounting to anything. I've forfeited 
every chance for happiness. I've forfeited a chance 
for a family. Whether this is sufficient, I don’t know"?

Britain's inclination toward the supernatural 
and visionary came into full bloom with poet- 
painter William Blake, who at the age of 4 
announced he saw God “put His head to the 
window.” Blake went through his 70 years of 
life (“*under the direction of Messengers from 
Heaven, Daily and Nightly”) translating his 
visions into mystical color and fiery line. 

A few kindred artist ics like Henry 
Fuseli, marveled at Blake and were inspired 
to set down their own fantastic creations. But 
the visionary appeared only spasmodically 
and with limited intensity through the Vic- 
torian era. 

Now a startling new phantom world has 
come into being in the paintings of Francis 
Bacon, An artist of surrealist leanings who 
is mostly self taught, Bacon has focused on 
the elusive realm of subconscious fears and 
nightmare memories, framing ma and 
haunting images of far more “fearful sym- 
metry” than anything Blake ever envisioned

A native love of the landscape’s look and light 


Like her poets, Britain’s painters have been devoted to the landscape. 
The urge to record the countryside became a national hobby in the 18th 
Century when Britishers took to lanes and meadows, armed with essays 
‘on nature to help them sort out the “‘correct” views for their drawing 
books. But not until the 19th Century and the appearance of Constable 
and Turner did English landscape painting arrive at the glorious pinnacle 
which lifted it into the realm of the world’s great masterpieces. 
Though living at the same time, Constable and Turner developed 


individual approaches to nature. A country boy who believed “a paint- 
er must walk in the fields with a humble heart,” Constable set about to 
capture the s| temperament and dramatic contours of nature. A 


city boy, Turner was enthralled with the luminous skies which enveloped 
both town and country. Today, British painters still pursue the light 
and look of the landscape, sometimes fancifully, often abstractly, but 
with the same love Wordsworth had for ‘‘the meadows and the woods, 
and mountains; and of all that we behold from this green carth.”

Film Only Started the Story 


by J. CARLISLE MacDONALD 


HE first time T ever heard of Lindbergh 

was in a cable from my New York office. 
It was May 13, 1927, a week before his great 
hop. I was an eager young foreign correspond- 
ent in those days, attached to the Paris bu- 
reau of the New York Times, “Just bought 
world news rights to Lindbergh flight,” the 
cable said, “Lindbergh instructed silence ex- 
cept to Times. Prepare to isolate him.” I got 
the job. But it looked like another teary obit 
about a brave and foolish flier. 

My story begins just about where the movie 
left off. When Lindbergh was sighted over 
Dingle Bay, Ireland, I knew I had red-hot news 
on my hands. France began to go wild, and in 
the office we began to make elaborate plans to 
spirit him away from Le Bourget. We had a 
fast car ready, a relay to a man first in line at 
the cable office and stenographers with pencils 
poised at the bureau, By the time he was spot- 
ted that evening over Cherbourg five of us 
were waiting for him at the field, It was my 
personal responsibility, however, to nail him 
down for the story. 

He was late arriving, Four hours went by in 
the cold and damp, and the already large crowd 
swelled to breathtaking proportions. Then at 
10:20 p.m, T heard a motor and the landing 
ght a small, white minnow of a plane 
approaching the field, It was Lindbergh. $ 
ing the police line, I lunged out across the 
ata run, determined to get there fi 
ing the plane bare seconds after the propeller 
stopped turning, I waved and yelled frantically 
to get the attention of the face in the cockpit. 
But it was hopeless. A moment later | was 
sprawled on the ground, hit by a bieycle—and 
suddenly there were bicycles and people every- 
where. Scrambling to safety under the plane 
fuselage, I looked back and saw one of histo 
most awesome sights: a hundred thousand 
wildly cheering Frenchmen pouring down upon 
the little plane. 

The happy thunder of that reception rolled 
around and around the world in the next few 
weeks. Looking back I can hardly believe we 
made such a fuss, Probably no single man has 
ever caused such an international epidemic of 
hero worship. Hailed as the “Columbus of the 
air,” Lindbergh received three million ecstatic 
letters from admirers. Dishes, streets, airpor 
babies and a town were named after him. 
ple could not give him enough. I watched king: 
presidents, pin over 15 decorations on 
him, from the French Cross of the Legion of 
Honor to our own Medal of Honor.

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In my first meeting with Lindbergh I found 
out for myself that this was no ordinary hero. 
It was in the wee hours of the morning after

Frenchmen returning to report to their friends 
mixed with Frenchmen coming out to see for 
themselves. It took us three hours. I was 
afraid another paper might get to him first and 
had no idea where to find him. I made a lucky 
guess and tried the embassy. Once there it 
looked like a cold lead. Few lights were on, no 
cars jammed the street. But at the door Parme- 
ly, Ambassador Herrick’s son, said cheerily, 
‘Come on, Mac. He’s upstairs talking to Fa- 
ther.” [was in and, as it turned out, had the 
other papers outguessed for three quarters of 
an hour.

Now it was beginning to try his pat Daily 
cables from the U.S. pleaded with him to come 
home, Finally when President Coolidge offered 
him and his plane passage back on the cruiser 
Memphis, he saw a chance to get back to his 
normal life and good temper. He accepted. 

Once he was aboard the Memphis, again 
among Americans, he did relax considerably. 
He felt guilty, he said, about crating up the 
Spirit of St. Louis for such a tame voyage 
home. By this time we got on very well. 

Little did he guess the amount of publicity 
that had gone before him. The receptions that 
awaited him in Washington, D.C. and New 
York were planned to be the biggest he had yet 
endured, I was to see him lauded by President 
Coolidge in a nation-wide radio address, be 
first to receive the Distinguished Flying Cross, 
ogled by four million people in a New York 
y parade and finally sent out on an 82-stop 
tour of the U.S. I myself was to be offered 
$1,000 by a little man who said he only wanted 
to shake hands with him, “I won't say a word 
to him,” he assured me. 

On the Memphis I had some inkling of what 
was pending and tried a couple of times to brace 
him for the worst. As we steamed into Chesa- 
peake Bay, on June 11, I remember standing 
with him on the bridge waiting for a reception 
the Army and Navy had cooked up for him. We 
talked of the future. “It’s going to be good to 
go back to being just Charlie Lindbergh again.” 
he said. I shook my head and said, “I'm afraid 
you can never go back completely now.”

STICKY NATIONAL QUESTION 


Housewives give up time, mone 


y and convenience to get ‘something for nothing’ 


while economists try to figure who really is stuck with the $600 million tab

AST week in Nashville, Tenn. a housewives’ fight came to a cli 
LE max. On Jan. 31 the state senate had passed a tax bill restricting 
the use of trading stamps. Before the bill could be passed by the 
house, Tennessee housewives rose to protest. Aided and abetted by a 
trading stamp company, they flooded the legislators with 40,000 in- 
dignant letters and postcards. Forming a Committee To Save Our 
Stamps, the women picketed the legislative halls (below, right) and 
won a public hearing for their cause. Despite their clamor, the house 
passed the bill anyway—largely because the anti-stamp forces were 
even better organized than the women. 

‘Trading stamps, as every American housewife knows, are ins 
cant snips of paper three quarters of an inch by a half inch in 
They are perforated along the edges, gummed on the back and vividly 
engraved on the front with pictures of oilwells, cornucopias, ears of 
corn, lighthouses, globes and dollar signs. Given as a bonus for cash 
payment, principally by grocery stores, according to the amount of 
the customer's purchase, they are exchanged at a later date for a wide 
variety of premium merchandise (left). Trading stamps are worth 
only about ¥ of a cent each, but their impact on the shopping habits 
of the American consumers—and on the tempers of American bu 
nessmen—is staggering. 

One out of every two American families saves nhs More than 
400 companies are engaged in the printing and selling of $600 million 
worth of stamps a year, and new companies are entering the field 
every month, ts the grocery field alone there are 90,000 stores that 
give stamps with every customer purchase, and altogether there are 
170,000 stamp-giving stores all across the country. 

Any attempt, such as that of the Tennessee legislature, to interfere 
with ‘trading stamps brings swift reaction. Trading stamps are at 
present outlawed only in the District of Columbia, but they are sub- 
ject to restrictive laws in Washington. Wisconsin and Kansas. The 
anti-stamp forces are trying to lay down similar blockades elsewhere. 
Bills are pending in at least 21 other states but none is likely to become 
law without a struggle. In 1955 when North Dakota passed a law call- 
ing for a prohibitive annual fee of $6,000 from all merchants handling 
stamps, furious stamp-savers raised such a ruckus and collected so 
many signatures on a petition that the law had to be submitted to a 
referendum. North Dakota shoppers then voted 2 to 1 to kill the law. 

The housewives’ ardent defense of trading stamps is fully matched 

by the ardent attacks of many businessmen who hate trading stamps. 
Fgged on by this anti-stamp lobby, the state legislatures have tried to 
outlaw or limit the stamps in many ingenious ways. They have tried 
to label them as lotteries, attempted to drive them out of existence 
by high taxes and licensing fees, maintained that they violate fair 
trade laws or constitute unfair sales practices, and claimed that they 
are a form of illegal promotion. But the courts, to say nothing of t 
consumer, have generally sided with the trading stamp companies, 
and the anti-stamp lobby has little cause to cheer. 
In the last two years trading stamps have multiplied themselves 
4% in the food storesalone. They have been the subject of at least five 
national polls and surveys in the past year, as well as official reports 
by the U.S. Department of Agriculture and the Department of Com- 
merce. They have inspired three universities, New Mexico, Denver 
and Indiana, to assign staff members to analyze the significance of 
stamps in the American economy and even the psychology of collect- 
ing and redeeming. 

‘Trade journals have carried editorials like the one headlined “The 
Shell Game Called Trading Stamps.” The Senate Committee on 
Small Business has spurred government groups to conduct inquiries 
into the effect of stamps on the consumer and especially on small 
businesses. The Federal Trade Commission, in response to what it 
calls “numerous” complaints, announced this January that it is 
checking stamps to see whether they constitute an “unfair method 
of competition.” 

In operation, stamp plans are simple. Although the stamps are 
worth only a fraction of a cent each, their value builds up as they 
are collected, dozens at a time, and pasted into the blank pages of 
stamp books. The books hold from 1,200 to 1,500 stamps. To accu- 


mulate that many stamps the consumer has to make purchases total 
ing about $130 in value. Most stamp plans operate on a 2.5% basi 
which means that the shopper accumulates 24¢ worth of purchasing 
power (represented by 10 stamps) for every dollar she spends. The 
filled stamp book, therefore, is worth about $3.40—not in actual cash 
but in exchange value toward some premium. The housewife has to 
fill at least one stamp book before she can exchange her file of paper 
for real merchandise. Some collectors have patience enough to save 
as many as 50 to 60 books before cashing in. Popular “one-book” 
items are pots and pans, cigaret lighters, mixing bowl sets and pillo 
while the “big ticket” items—anything costing 20 or more books— 
include expensive luggage, silverware and jewelry. 

After the housewife has built up a sizable boodle of stamps and 
can no longer bear waiting to cash them in, she either mails in her 
books and her order or, if she lives in a metropolitan area, presents 
herself at the special wonderland of the stamp plans. This is the 
“redemption center” where the stamps are turned in. It is run by the 
company which provides the stamp service for the merchant, and it 
is a world of bright and shiny merchandise. Here the determined col- 
lector can convert her hoardings into merchandise, the most popula 
items being electrical appliances, bathroom scales, aluminum kitchen- 
ware, sporting goods and luggage. 

The stamp companies make their profit by buying their premium 
items from manufacturers in large lots at wholesale prices while sell- 
ing stamps to grocery stores and other business concerns at an equiva- 
lent retail value. The grocery store may have paid the stamp com- 
pany $20 for the stamps which the customer finally cashes in for a 
toaster, but the toaster may have cost the stamp company only $13 

‘The business has become so profitable that it has attracted what 
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PICKETING HOUSEWIVES on steps of the state capitol at Nashville, Te 
carry placards protesting the legislature's attempt to restrict the use of trading 
stamps.

on Sunday. Sacramento's Pony Baseball League survived a finan- 
cial crisis by getting its 14- to 16-year-old members to go from 
house to house canvassing for stamps, which were then turned in 
toa local grocery store for cash. Stamps have frequently been used 
in lieu of money by bridge-playing housewives. In Fresno, Calif. 
the Golden Arrow and Prudential stamp companies made arrange- 
ments for blocks of ther stamps to be fhonored for admission fees 
by 12 movie theaters and drive-ins. An insurance company once 
found stamps a successful come-on for getting people to fill out 
forms requesting salesmen to call, and a sewing machine company 
tried the same method for getting prospects to request demonst 
tions of its latest models. 

Unlike actual money, however, the value of trading stamps c 
only partly be estimated by their accumulative buying power. 
the serious aficionados each stamp possesses an intangible quality 
that makes it worth far more than its catalogue value of 14g. It is 
this invisible value that compelled one shopper who was acciden- 
tally short-changed two stamps at a grocery check-out counter in 
Cambridge, Mass. to send her daughter back to the store on the bus 
to retrieve the treasure. Cost of bus fares: 40¢. Total catalogue 
value of the two stamps: !3¢. Real stamp bugs will drive long dis

Neither the value of trading stamps nor the way the system 
itself operates has changed much since the earliest days. Up until 
1951 trading stamps had grown slowly and steadily in popularity, 
but no one got excited about them. Why then the sudden flurry of 
activity and controversy in the last few years? Part of the answer 
lies in the growth of the supermarket, the spread of the shopping 
center, the increased use of the family car in marketing and the 
intense competition between large food chains. But all these trends 
have heen in operation too long to explain the stamp eraze on this 
basis alone. Before 1951 trading stamps were considered unlikely 


ammunition for any supermarket, whose competitive weapons were 
express check-outs, electrie-eye doors, piped music, check-cashing, 
extended shopping hours, pre-packing, air conditioning and other 
flashy new developments. In fact, trading stamps had been looked 
down on as “a sales hypodermic” for the depression era. Among 
hundreds of grocers questioned in a 1956 survey by a trade maga- 
zine, Progressive Grocer, 81% had never used stamps before 1953. 

Nineteen-fifty-three was the year of the explosion, and the scene 
was Denver, Colo. Denver, isolated physically and psychologically 
from other market areas, has long been a favorite jousting ground 
for retailers testing merchandise ammunition. 

The trouble began when King Sooper, one of the city’s leading 
chains, decided to gamble on a large-scale promotion of trading 
stamps. Other supermarkets entered the fray, and Denver soon 
had a commercial free-for-all on its hands. The chains tried to 
outelamor each other by offering double stamps on Tuesdays and 
Wednesdays, then double stamps all week long and triple on slow

days, and then triple all week long. It was carnage for the combat- 
ants but wonderful for the onlooking housewives, who eagerly 
accumulated the spoils of battle and finally hit the jackpot when 
the Save-A-Nickel stores inflated the value of stamps to about eight 
cents on the dollar by offering quadruple stamps every day of the 
week, Finally the stamp companies got together and drew up an 
enforced truce that prevented any of the stores from giving out 
more than one stamp for each 10 cents’ worth of purchase. “We're 
single again,” proclaimed King Sooper in a newspaper advertise- 
ment, at the same time boasting that its stores would always “stay 
married” to stamps. 

Although the Denver battle will never be repeated by any com- 
panies interested in avoiding suicide, the same basic principles 
of economic war soon spread across the U.S. There are a good 
many more battlegrounds this year than there were in 1953 and 
considerably more now than there were just six months ago. Six 
of the top 10 supermarket chains in the country now give out 
stamps, and the others show signs of weakening. The major hold-

They ask for the biggest thing on top of the tallest stack 
in the far corner of the stockroom, and when I stumble out with 
it they've decided on something else.” 


‘Free’ Christmas presents 


'TAMP-SAVERS are a persevering lot. Many start collecting 
in January with a view toward spending on Christmas pres- 
ents in December. Some stamp-savers load their shopping baskets 
just before Christmas with enough cans of soup for the next six 
months, or a freezer-full of the best bargains in meats, just to 
get a big enough wad of stamps to fill the last couple of books. 
But for the most part the women who crowd the redemption cen- 
ters have been faithfully collecting for a long time. One woman 
walked into a redemption center in Sacramento with two books 
which she exchanged for percale sheets. “I've been saving these 
since I was a child,” she said. “They have been full for many 
years, but I've been keeping them for sentimental reasons.” Most 
stamp companies place no time limit on redemptions and will 
pay off on any stamp they have ever printed, no matter how old. 
Fifty years ago Montgomery Ward had a stamp plan with a 24- 
page yellow section in the back of its catalogue listing premiums 
like brass spittoons and antimacassars. The plan was discontinued 
in 1908 as “‘a bad mistake.” But there was no termination date 
and people still find stamps their grandparents had collected and 
turn them in for merchandise. 
While women make up the great majority of stamp-savers, the 
stamp companies have tried hard to attract male interest. Shiny 
fishing reels (two to five books), outdoor grills (two to eight books) 
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fit. In the better quality. In pribes that are surprisingly low.

REDEMPTION CENTER of the S&H stamp company at Hempstead, N.Y. 
offers 1,500 premium items as rewards for stamp-savers, Store redeems an 
average of 2,500 books a week representing consumer purchases of $300,000, 
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and power mowers (20 books) can now be found on display in 
many centers. But male interest is spotty, and even when men 
start showing interest they may find themselves in trouble. One 
man went into a redemption center on the West Coast with his wife, 
and while she talked to the clerk he browsed around. Finally, sigh 
ing a camp lantern priced at four and a half books, he took it to the 
counter. When his wife saw that he meant to buy something for 
himself, she went into hysterics and ran erying from the store. 

Few wives are as fortunate as the woman in Pueblo, Colo. who 
was able to turn in 1,300 books to the W. B. Gunn Trading Stamp 
Company and drive away in a new Buick worth $3,300. She ran a 
restaurant and had been coll stamps from the butcher for 
three yea 

Among the most vociferous opponents of stamp plans are trade 
organization representatives like Mel Otto, secretary of the Denver 
Retail Grocers’ Association, who states frankly, ‘Trading stamps 
are the most damnable thing that’s ever hit the food business.” 
Organizations like Otto’s feel that in one way or another some of 
the profits of their businesses are being channeled into alien organ- 
izations, i.e., the independent stamp companies. The stamp com- 
pany is, however, a much more clearly defined target than the other 
industries to which retailers contribute chunks of these profits: 
the premium companies and appliance manufacturers from whom 
they buy items, the broadcasting stations and newspapers to whom 
they pay money for advertising, and even their own personnel, who 
must spend a large part of their time in stamp “merchandising.” 
An executive of the Associated Food Retailers of Chicago recently 
summed up many businessmen’s views on trading stamps when 
he described them as “prostitution at their best, economic insan- 
ity at their worst.” 


‘Something for nothing’ 


MONG anti-stamp forces the chief argument is that the hou 
wife is deluding herself if she thinks she is getting “something 
for nothing.” This argument may well be true but it has little effect. 
Even though the housewife may know perfectly well that she will 
eventually pay for the merchandise through increased prices or a 
reduction in services, she goes right on collecting stamps. 
Somebody must be paying, the opponents argue, when the largest 
stamp company alone buys more small appliances than any other 
retailer in the country outside of Sears Roebuck and Montgome 
Ward. Some small appliance stores are antagonistic to stamp com- 
panies because they feel the stamp people flood communities with 
merchandise that might otherwise be bought directly from the local 
merchants. Just last year Sears Roebuck had to abandon a stamp 
plan of its own because of opposition from hardware and appliance 
stores in the localities it tested. The stamp people, of course, have 
counter-argument. Peter Volid of King Korn explains, “The mer- 
chandise a woman gets with stamps are extra items she would 
not normally buy anyway. But she gets a lot of ideas about other 
things she would like and she goes out and buys them at the hard. 
ware or appliance store later on.” 
The one undeniable fact in the whole controversy over who pays 
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is that the stamp companies charge the merchant an average of 2¢ 
for the stamps he gives out on every dollar's worth of his gross 
sales. A few stores simply take this out of profits, but stores gen- 
erally make up this cost in one of five different ways:

If the merchant ups his prie , the consumer pays. But at the 
same time, the consumer who: collec stamps eventually gets back 
some of his money in premiums, and the only ones completely 
short-changed are the customers who don't bother to save stamps. 
Some people argue that even the stamp-saver loses because the hasis 
of comparison is “list price.” Stamps with a redemption value of 
0 are actually only worth about SL on items that could normally 
be bought at a discount house. 

If the merchant gives less service he is likely to inconvenience 
his customers and not save enough to pay much of the cost. 

If the merchant cuts into his advertising budget, the news- 

pers and radio stations lose out. and the merchant himself may 
jauevolume stead of gaining it. 

Since each store operates differently and since most use combi- 
nations of the above systems, the question of “who pays” depends 
on where a person shops, how fierce the competition is, how 


“efficiently the store operates and other factors so involved that 


even economists hedge on the answer. In an effort to find out just 
what the ordinary shopper should do about stamps, Consumer Re- 
ports made a survey last fall and decided that trading stamps are 
no more of a financial burden to the consumer than other forms 
of promotion and advertising. Ultimately the consumer must pay 
for all promotion and advertising, but trading stamps at least give 
him something for his money ‘Stamp: saving is worthwhile, Con- 
sumer Reports said, provided that the store is conveniently locat- 
ed, that the shopping conditions in the store are good, and that 
the prices are competitive with those in other stores. 

While merchants and economists worry and calculate, custom- 
ers do not really seem to care. Recently a business publication 
reported cases of stamp-saving customers who were irate because 
a butcher had slashed meat prices so low that they were being

OTHER PARIS SUCCESSES 


While the principal fashion focus of this spring's Paris collections 
was on Dior, at least half a dozen other Paris houses were among the 
front-runners.
